Stewart's death has been at- 


tributed to a form of sickle cell 
anemia. Testimony last week in 
federal court held that a tower 
guard had shot near Stewart's 
feet during the prison stay.

Nixon Vetoes $2 Billion 
Program for Child Care

WASHINGTON (AP) — De- 


spite adverse political implica- 
tions, President Nixon has re- 
jected an antipoverty bill creat- 
ing a $2-billion program of day 
care and other services for 
chjUdreji from families of all in- 
come levels. 


Nixon called the measure the 


most radical piece of legislation 
to emerge from the current 
Congress. He said it would 
commit "the vast moral au- 
thority of the national govern- 
ment to the side of communal 
approaches to child 
rearing 


over against the family-cen- 
tered approach." 


In a veto message Thursday, 


he said the entire measure to 
extend the antipoverty pro- 
gram, establish an independent 
legal-services corporation and 
create the child-development 
program would be too costly 
and administratively 
unwork- 


able. 


Little hope is seen for mus- 


tering the necessary two-thirds 
congressional vote to override 
the President's veto. 


Immediately 
following 
the 


veto message, however, liberal 
senators 
and 
representatives 


accused Nixon of bowing to pol- 
itics in making his decision. 


"President 
Nixon 
seems 


more interested in appeasing 
his radical right-wing critics 
than he does in making good on 


his commitment to America's 
children," said Rep. John Bra- 
demas, D-Ind., chief 
House 


sponsor of the child-develop- 
ment program. 


Rep. Ogden R. Reid, a New 


York Republican who helped 
draft the bill, said: "The ad- 
r.iinisUatlon has bowed to poli- 
tics and broken faith 
with 


America's children." 


The bill was approved by the 


Senate, 63 to 17, last week and 
passed the House, 210 to 186, 
Tuesday even though Republi- 
can Leader Gerald R. Ford had 
told the GOP members Nixon 
would veto it.

make the decision and use his 
veto, so it could be

against him in the presidential 
campaign next year. 


Retroactive Pay 
for Rail Workers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Em- 


phasizing that it was a special 
case, the Pay Board has ap- 
proved retroactive payment of 
a wage settlement won by the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Signal- 
men. 


The board specifically ap- 


proved retroactive payment of 
a 5-per-cent raise due last Oct. 
1, a 2.9-per-cent raise due last 
April 1 and a 2.6-per-cent hike 
due Jan. 1. 


The board said, however, that 


the final three stepups in the 
contract—beginning with 
one 


due next April 1—will require 
advance approval just as for 
other rail unions. 


The signalmen settled their 


pact Nov. 16, two days after the 
end of the 90-day wage-price 
freeze. 


Had they settled before 12:01 


a.m. Nov. 14, the end of the 
freeze, approval of the pact 
would have come automatical- 
ly, subject to review by the 
Pay Board.

POLE STATION (AP) - At the 
bottom of the world everywhere 
you look is north and every- 
where the scene is the same: 
flat, with snow and ice stretch- 
ing hundreds of miles over a 
10,000-foot-high plateau. Land is 
near—two miles down under 
the ice cap you stand on. 


Beginning in mid-February, 


22 Americans—8 scientists and 
U Navy men—will button up 
for a long winter night when 
the sun disappears for six 
months and blackness comes 
and the temperature drops to 
80 and 
100 below zero. And 


daily there is some outdoor 
work to be done tending scien- 
tific experiments or shoveling 
snow into melters for fresh wa- 
ter. 


Why do men volunteer to 


stay? For some it is the inter- 
est in their science work or a 
sense of adventure; for others 
a way of getting away from 
troubles and of having tune to 
think and sort things out. 


They manage to stick 
it 


through but not without bcuts 
of depression. 


Eighty to 90 per cent ot win- 


terover men told an inter- 
viewing psychiatrist later that 
they were depressed during the 
long winter, said Dr. Lynn Sol- 
em, 27, of Browerville, Minn., 
who has studied the matter 
since he will stay over as base 
physician, fuel officer

chaplain. 


"The anxiety and fear are 


real. For eight months you 
know you're not getting out. In 
the depth of winter you couldn't 
get out if you were president of 
the United States," explained 
the young physician with red- 
dish beard and mustache.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate supporters of the Supreme 
Court nomination of William H. 
Rehnquist try today to bring 
the debate to a close, forcing a 
vote on his confirmation. 


Republican 
Leader 
Hugh 


Scott of Pennsylvania said "the 
vast majority of the Senate is 
convinced of the merits of the 
nominee" and believes the time 
to vote has come. 


A two-thirds majority is re- 


quired to put into effect the 
Senate's 
debate-closing 
rule, 


and the outcome of the vote set 
for noon appeared in doubt. 


If it succeeds, there could be 


a vote later in the day on con- 
firmation of Rehnquist, an as- 
sistant attorney general and 
former Phoenix, Ariz., lawyer. 
If debate is not cut off, another 
attempt will be made Saturday. 


The debate on Rehnquist be- 


gan Monday after the Senate 
confirmed, by an 89-1 vote, 
President Nixon's nomination 
of 
Richmond, Va., attorney 


Lewis F. Powell Jr., to fill a 
second vacancy on the Supreme 
Court. 


Rehnquist, 47, was opposed 


by some Senate liberals who 
have attacked his civil-rights 
and civil-liberties record. But 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., and 
other opponents have never 
claimed the votes to block con- 
firmation.

In advance of the vote a dls- 


-pute continued over a 1962 
memorandum written for the 
late Justice Robert H. Jackson 
on the position the Supreme 
Court should take on school-de- 
segregation cases. 


Rehnquist said Wednesday he 


had written it while a law clerk

Pakistan Given Little 
Chance off Holding Out 
More Than Few Days 


Ceasefire Ignored, 
India Pushes on

Indian troops vaulted the last 


river barrier to Dacca today, 
establishing a bridgehead on 
the Meghna 36 miles northeast 
of the provincial capital, an In- 
dian army spokesman reported. 


The spokesman declared "no 


major obstruction" now lies in 
the path of the Indian army to 
Dacca. New dispatches from 
Dacca reported before commu- 
nications were cut off that thou- 
sands of civilians were fleeing. 


The bridgehead was estab- 


lislied unopposed on the west 
bank 
at 
Ashuganj. 
Indian 


troops crossed the river—three 
miles wide at that point—by 
river steamer and helicopter, 
said the spokesman, Col. B. P. 
Rikhye in Calcutta. 


People in Dacca apparently 


were fearful 
of heavy casu- 


alties if the Pakistani army 
makes a stand there. About 30,- 
000 Pakistani troops are in the 
Dacca area and Indian war- 
planes are pounding them. 


India also reported fighting 


with Pakistani troops all along 


the western front in Kashmir 
and to the south. 


In East Pakistan, the spokes- 


man continued, "the Pakistanis 
are holding out in certain areas 
but because of the speed of our 
advances, many of them have 
had a chance to flee." He ex- 
plained that the Indian troops 
were bypassing many garri- 
sons, and the Pakistanis there 
were able to escape. 


"Our first priority is to cap- 


ture those who are trying to 
flee," he said, "then go back 
and take on the garrisons." 


He claimed the withdrawing 


Pakistanis were attempting to 
reach Barisal, a southern port, 
and Narayanganj, adjoining 
Dacca, "but our navy and air 
force planes have been pretty 
busy in those two areas." 


He said some Pakistani sol- 


diers near Narayanganj, one of 
the small towns that form part 
of an industrial complex around 
Dacca, were "throwing away 
their uniforms for civilian 
clothes and trying to escape in 
barges" down the many rivers 
that criss-cross the area. 


Nixon Will Sign 
Tax Bill Quickly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress has sent to President Ni*- 
on a bill cutting taxes for busi* 
nesses and individuals by $15.8 
billion over three years. He is 
expected to sign it quickly. 


Sponsors say they believe the 


President will want to move as 
soon as possible to approve the 
stimulative effects the measure 
is designed to have on the na- 
tion's economy. 


The Senate passed the com- 


promise version of the legisla- 
tion 71-6 Thursday, soon after 
the House cleared it 320 to 74. 


One of the first effects of the 


measure, assuming it becomes 
law, will be refunds averaging 
$200 to some 3 million to 4 mil- 
lion buyers of new cars in the 
last four months. The 7-per-cent 
excise tax on autos is repealed 
retroactive 
to Aug. 16. 


All taxpayers should obtain 


somewhat larger refunds or 
owes slightly smaller final pay- 
ments when they file their 1971 
returns early next year, because 
of the increase in the 1971 per- 
sonal exemption from $650 to 
$675. 


The bill boosts the exemption 


to $750 in 1972. This will bring 
some cuts in withholding for 
millions of taxpayers after next 
Jan. 15. 


But many taxpayers in high- 


er-income brackets will find 
they have more deducted from 
their checks each week even 
though thelf tax liability-has 
been reduced. 


The reason is that there now 


is substantial underwithholding 
on these persons and the bill 
seeks to correct it. In this cate- 
gory are couples whose hus- 
band and wife work, persons 
earning more than $15,000 a 
year, and persons with two or 
more jobs. 


The measure boosts the low- 


income allowance or minimum 
standard deduction to $1,300 
next year, compared with the 
$1,000 now scheduled. 


This will give special relief to 


about 25 million individuals in 
the lower brackets and wipe 
out income taxes entirely for 
2.8 million of them. 


Under the bill a single per- 


sons with $4,000 income would 
get a $34 cut in 1971 and $65 in 
1972. With a $7,500 income, he 
would get a $31 tax reduction in 
1971 and $63 in 1972. 


A married couple with two 


children and $7,500 income would 
pay $29 less in 1971 and $77 less in 
1972. 
With two children and 


$12,500 income, the couple would 
get a $22 cut in 1971 and $62 in 
1972.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pakistani army is in a hopeless 
situation in East Pakistan and 
cannot hold out much longer 
than a few days with the long- 
run outlook no better in the 
West, according to U.S. govern- 
ment specialists. 


State 
Department 
experts 


also say there is no chance of 
the 
Pakistani forces, which 


numbered 70,000 at the outset 
of the war, pulling off a Dun- 
kirk-like 
evacuation 
in 
the 


East. 


They pointed out that Indian 


forces, said to include 12 divi- 
sions, already hold one East 
Pakistani port and have the 
main harbor at Chittagong un- 
der a tight naval blockade. 
Further, the Pakistani air force 
in the East is destroyed and a 
sea evacuation would be impos- 
sible without effective air cov- 
er. 


Indian air superiority also 


rules out any chance for an air 
evacuation, particularly since 
the main airport at Dacca has 
been severely damaged. 


The situation in the West is 


no more promising, at least in 
the long run, the U.S. experts 
say, although the Pakistanis 
are in a position to force a 
more extended war and even 
carry out limited offenses into 
India. 


An obvious difference be- 


tween the two war theaters is 
that the outnumbered and out- 
gunned Pakistani army in the 
East is more than a thousand 
miles from its supply bases and 
is operating in a hostile territo- 
ry. 


The main body of the 3M.OOO- 


man Pakistani army is in th* 
West, and although the Indians 
are capable of numerical supe- 
riority in that area, Pakistan 
can provide the logistic and 
supply support to maintain a 
fighting ability. 


But the American officials 


said the Indians hold all the op- 
tions and even if they suffer a 
major defeat here and there 
the final outcome in the West 
depends almost entirely on the 
New Delhi government's 
in- 


tentions. 


The U.S. experts declined to 


speculate on India's ultimate 
goals but they said the possi- 
bilities include a drive into 
Pakistan proper to destroy the 
Pakistani military structure, 
followed by a dictated peace. 


Another possibility would in- 


clude capture and occupation of 
the major Pakistani cities and 
provinces with a resulting dis- 
memberment of the nation as it 
now exists. 


A 
more-limited 
objective 


could be merely to force Paki- 
stan out of the long-disputed 
Kashmir territory. 


U.S. officials rule out any 


possibility 
of Chinese inter- 


vention, saying the Peking mili- 
tary 
structure is far 
from 


strong 
and 
that 
the snow- 


blocked mountain passes lead- 
ing to the subcontinent won't be 
clear for months. 


Asked about parallels be- 


tween the current war and the 
1965 conflict, which ended in a 
stalemate, the American spe- 
cialists indicated the situations 
are entirely different.

Child with Rare 
Disease Makes 
Christmas Wish 


INKSTER, Mich. (AP) - 


Bobby Miller, whose plea for a 
few Christmas cards last year 
brought him more than a mil- 
lion from around the world, has 
a new wish this year. 


The 7-year-old boy wants his 


new baby brother home for the 
holidays. 


Bobby is suffering from a 


rare muscular disease known 
as Werding-Hoffman paralysis. 
A year ago, he was not ex- 
pected to live to see another 
Christmas. 


But doctors said his strong 


spirit has kept him alive, al- 
though his condition continues 
to weaken. His affliction is an 
hereditary 
disease that 
de- 


stroys muscle tissue. 


Bobby's sister, Theresa, died 


in 1970 of the same disease at 
the age of 3. 


Last Sunday, another son was 


born to Bobby's parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph Miller. He was 
four 
weeks 
premature 
and 


weighed 4 pounds, 3 ounces. 


The new addition has been 


named John Howard Miller, 
and doctors say they won't 
know for six weeks or so if the 
infant—placed in an incubator 
shortly after birth—also has in- 
herited the disease. There are 
no other children in the family. 
Whether the parents will be 
allowed to bring the baby home 
for the holidays was uncertain. 


Bobby's father, usually a 


truck driver, has been working 
recently for a housing construc- 
tion company. He had difficulty 
finding a job as a driver be- 
cause he frequently wants time 
off to be at Bobby's bedside 
when his condition worsens.

NEW YORK (AP) — Perry 


("otno isn't on television much 
any more, so it was a treat 
Thursday night to have him 
strolling around, grinning be- 
nignly and, best of all, singing 
in that nice easy style of his. 


"Perry Como's Winter Show" 


on NBC presented the singer in 
his happiest context: a holiday 
confection in which his particu- 
lar chores were to sing a few 
songs in stage center and then 
sort of back off to enjoy the 
performances of his guests. 


The hour opened with a witty 


number, "1 Can Almost Read 
Your Mind," whose lyrics 
posed—but never answered—all 
sorts of impertinent questions 
that ranged from Perry's age 
to the validity of guest star Mitzi 
Gaynor's blonde locks. 


Art Carney—like Perry and 


Mitzi an infrequent television 
visitor these days—joined in the 
entertainment, playing 
in a 


couple of comedy 
sketches. 


Most of his jokes were twisting 
the language like a Mr. Mala- 
prop. The best sketch was one 
in which he portrayed a lunch 
wagon proprietor having a fight 
with his waitress, played by 
Miss Gaynor. 


High point of the hour was a 


production number that looked 
like a Currier and Ives Christ- 
mas card. 


"Appointment With Destiny," 


broadcast on CBS at the same 
time, was an ambitious effort 
to dramatize the 1944 attempt 
on Adolf Hitler's life. The story 
of the plot to kill the German 
leader by members of his gen- 
eral staff was told by means of 
World War II news reel clips, 
narration and dramatization us- 
ing actors in the principal 
roles. 


It somehow failed to work, 


perhaps because it was a hy- 
brid—neither documentary nor 
drama, but a bit of both. 


The subject matter was cer- 


tainly dramatic. It was the real 
story, as narrator James Ma- 
son noted, of a plot to over- 
throw the Third Reich which 
failed 
because 
it was "in- 


efficient and inept." 


The program was meticulous- 


ly researched. Wherever pos- 
sible, archive films were used. 
The company of actors went 
through their paces, whenever 
possible, where the real events 
took place. But reconstituting 
history presents problems. Ac- 
tors, even when supplied with 
Hitler mustaches and German 
accents, disturb and divert the 
viewer when they appear be- 
tween news reels showing the 
persons they are imitating.

cer of the liver. Are they 
dangerous" May they be op- 
erated on'.' Is surgery suc- 
cessful in either one? How 
long does a person live after- 
ward? Please a n s w e r the 
true facts, if you will. 


Dear Reader—Cirrhosis is 


simply scarring of the liver. 
If the liver is damaged and 
in the p r o c e s s develops 
scars, it is called cirrhosis. 
There are many reasons for 
liver damage, i n c l u d i n g 
toxins or poisons, infections, 
alcohol, poor diet and even 
heart 
failure. How impor- 


tant it is and what needs to 
be done depend entirely on 
how badly the liver is dam- 
aged. A mild case of cir- 
rhosis may cause very little 
difficulty, whereas 
a case 


with lots of liver damage 
can progress to "liver 
fail- 


ure." resulting in coma arid 
death. Unless there is some 
factor 
like obstruction 
to 


the drainage of the bile or a 
problem in the circulation 
that can be helped, there 
usually is no reason for sur- 
gery. The vast majority of 
patients with cirrhosis of the 
liver are properly treated 
with medical management, 
which i n c l u d e s diet and 
medicines. 


Cancer of the liver is an 


entirely different matter, al- 
though there is some evi- 
dence that some types of 
cancer of the liver are more 
common in cirrhosis caused 
by poor diets. Cancer of the 
liver often is the result of 
the spread of cancer from 
some other location in the 
body, as from the bowel. 


Surgery 
has nothing to 


offer in most cases. Some- 
times removal of obstruc- 
tion to the bile duct or re- 
moval of a small tumor, not 
necessarily a cancer, is im- 
portant. Remember, not all 
tumors or masses are can- 
cer 


It is not possible to say 


what to expect of a cancer 
unless it is known how wide- 
spread it is or if it is local- 
ized to a small area and 
what type of cancer it really 
is. These facts are impor- 
tant in deciding what type 
of treatment must be given. 
For example, cancer of the 
prostate gland with spread 
to other areas of the body 
can often be controlled with 
good results for years by a 
treatment program that in- 
cludes hormones.

LOS ANGELES—(NEA)— 


In the most modern big city 
hospitals 
using the 
latest 


coronary care equipment, 70 
per cent of heart attack vic- 
tims can be saved, if they 
are reached in time. But in 
rural areas that figure is 
considerably less. 


To help balance that in- 


equity, a big van is now on 
the road. It is off on a con- 
tinuing tour of the country 
to show small town doctors 
and hospitals what can be 
done and how to do it. 


The van is owned and op- 


erated by the Dallons Instru- 
ments Division of the Inter- 
national Rectifier Corp. They 
design 
a n d 
manufacture 


electronic 
instrumentation 


for medicine—intensive care 
and coronary care equip- 
ment. These 
are all the 


fancy electronic devices you 
see on such TV shows as The 
Bold Ones (doctor division) 
and 
Medical 
Center, 
but 


which many small hospitals 
don't have. 


"The big problem in the 


medical 
profession," 
says 


Dallons' president, Jordan 
Frasier, "is that the people 
in the boondocks don't get 
the opportunity to see new 
equipment and techniques." 


Frasier says that big city 


doctors and hospital admin- 
istrators 
a r e 
constantly 


visited by salesmen and go 
to conventions, thus are ex- 
posed to the most modern 
devices 
in the 
field. 
But 


small town medical people 
are off the salesmen's routes 
and they usually haven't the 
time or the money to go to 
conventions. 


Thus, the van was con- 


ceived as a way to take Dal- 
lons' equipment everywhere. 
It is, obviously, designed pri- 
marily as a sales tool, but it 
does more than that. 


Inside the van is an actual, 


working coronary care unit. 
It has a built-in miniature 
hospital bed and monitoring 
equipment and it is totally 
operational. It even has a 
patient, a medical mannikin 
they've designed so the heart 
and lungs are exposed. 


"They can see her taken 


rare of internally," Frasier 
says. 


It is the somewhat ma- 


cabre hope of Kraiser and 
his team that, as they travel, 
they will occasionally be con- 
fronted by the real thing— 
an actual heart attack vic- 
tim. 
The van is so opera- 


tional that it can save lives,

So the new 
van is an outgrowth of that 
philosophy.

"But 
their goal is the defeat 


of South Vietnam," said one 
source. 


"As long as the South Viet- 


namese have enough forces to 
keep the North Vietnamese out 
and free access to go across 
the border, harass them and 
cut off their supplies, it will be 
difficult for them to mount a 
successful invasion of Military 
Region 3." 


Military Region 3 is the most 


critical of South Vietnam's four 
regions. It includes Saigon and 
11 surrounding provinces and 
shares 231 miles of border with 
Cambodia. 


According 
to 
latest 
in- 


telligence estimates, there are 
about 80,000 enemy troops in 
Cambodia, and about two-thirds 
of them are North Vietnamese. 
Intelligence officers say the ul- 
timate mission of about 60,000 
of these troops is South Viet- 
nam, 
the other 20,000 are sup- 


port troops. 


Officials in Saigon believe the 


enemy's mission in Cambodia 
now is to secure his supply 
lines and bases. They think his 
attacks on Cambodian forces 
are 
politically motivated in 


part, a show of strength. 


• The North Vietnamese 
are 


sensitive to world opinion," 
says one official. "They could 
take Cambodia in a week if 
they tried, if they cut loose ev- 
erything they had.

Hayes died from injuries re- 
ceived when the pickup truck in 
which he was a passenger ran 
into a ditch. But an autopsy re- 
port said he died from two 
blows to the head. 


Sheriff Roy C. Nixon, his 


voice cracking and eyes filled 
with tears, told a news confer- 
ence that Lt. Theodore R. 
Wilks, 38, and two of his patrol- 
men had been charged with 
first-degree murder. The pa- 
trolmen are Edward M. Bon- 
ham, 24, and Johnny L. Rob- 
erts, 23.
